acceptable carrier; for simultaneous, separate or sequential use. 

2. (currently amended) The Gcombination according to claim 1 which is a combined preparation 
or a pharmaceutical composition. 

3. (currently amended) The Gcombination according to claim 1 ef-2 comprising a carboxamide. 

4. (currently amended) The Gcombination according to any on e of claims 1 te^3 comprising an 
AMPA antagonist. 

5. (currently amended) The Gcombination according to claim 1 ef-2 wherein the two anti- 
epileptics are selected from the group consisting of carboxamides and an AMPA antagonist

10. (currently amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a quantity comprising two 
anti-epileptics according to claim 1 . wherein said anti-epileptics are present in guantities 
which is are j ointly therapeutically effective against epilepsy, of a pharmac e ut i ca l combinat i on 
according to any ono of c l a i ms 1 to 7 and at least one pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier.
